case is ex pected the cou rtroom alway s is crowde 
an d the members of the bar, n ew'spaper men an d 
others who hav e been presen t before on lik e 
occasion s, look an x iou sly to see which ju dge Is 
to Tead the Importan t decision . 
If an y on e of 
three or fou r ju stices is to read it there is a dis­ 
tin ct sen se of disappoin tmen t, becau se n obody 
ex cept the readin g ju dge is lik ely to hear the 
decision . 
In other words, some of the Ju dges of 
the su preme cou rt hav e su ch weak v oices that 
n ot ev en the men closest to them can catch what 
they 6ay an d ev ery body mu st wait u n til the deci­ 
sion can be read before k n owin g what it mean s. 
This in ability or perhaps lack of desire on the 
part of some of the ju stices to read ou t lou d, is a 
great trial to the n ewspaper correspon den ts who 
tire an x iou s to telegraph the n ews of the decision 
at the earliest momen t possible. 
There are other 
trou bles which beset the correspon den ts as well 
as those which come from the poor en u n ciation 
an d the weak v oices of some of the ju stices. 
Legal lan gu age is the hardest Vlod of lan gu age 
for the lay man to u n derstan d, an d the resu lt Is 
that when the decision is read the first part of 
occasion ally mak es it seem certain that on e side 
has won the case, while the tail en d of the deci­ 
sion may rev erse ev ery thin g an d giv e the case 
to the other side. 
There was on e strik in g in stan ce of this in a 
great case which was decided three y ears ago. 
The city of Chicago was try in g to effect chan ges 
In its street-car sy stem. 
The street-car compa­ 
n ies held that their fran chise was good for 100 
y ears an d that the city cou ld n ot ou st them from 
an y of their priv ileges u n der their fran chise. The 
case wen t to the Su preme cou rt an d was of tre­ 
men dou s in terest to all the cities in the Un ited 
States. 
Moreov er, the specu lativ e in terests of 
the cou n try were aw'aitin g the decision with the 
k een est an x iety an d in terest, for if it wfen t on e 
way it mean t that certain stock s still wou ld be 
of great v alu e, an d if it w-en t the other way it 
mean s that they wou ld be w’orth little. 
The decision was read in the Su preme cou rt 
by a ju dge who had a good v oice. 
Ev ery body 
had made u p his min d that if the Su preme cou rt 
decided that the railroad compan ies had a hu n ­ 
dred y ears’ fran chise they had won the case an d 
that the city had lost. This was regarded as the 
cru cial featu re of the w hole con trov ersy . 
The n ewspaper correspon den ts from the great 
cities were in atten dan ce at the cou rt when the 
decision 
was 
read 
an d 
they 
were 
ready 
to 
dispatch messen gers in stan tly to the telegraph 
office with a brief dispatch say in g either “The 
compan ies win ,” or “The city win s.” 
This was 
all that was to be sen t ou t at the first in stan ce, 
for the situ ation was u n derstood in ev ery n ews­ 
paper office in the cou n try , an d a sin gle tip as to 
which side won wou ld be su fficien t to release 
lon g stories of the railroad con trov ersy , an d other 
stories already written of what the v ictory mean t 


for the compan ies or for the city . 
In 
the v ery first part of the decision the 
statemen t was made that the Su preme 
cou rt had decided that the compan ies 
had a fran chise for 100 y ears. 
In stan tly 
some of the correspon den ts sen t dis­ 
patches. “The compan ies win ." 
Two or 
three correspon den ts were held in their seats by a 
cau tion ary word from a v eteran who had don e 
lon g serv ice in the Su preme cou rt. He said, “Wait.” 
In a few min u tes, as the readin g wen t on , it 
became apparen t that the cou rt had decided that 
while the compan ies had a fran chise for 100 y ears 
they had practically n o rights u n der it. 
On the 
stren gth of the mistak e which was made in sen d­ 
in g ou t some of the first dispatches on that day 
stock s wen t u p an d then w-hen the tru th came ou t 
they tu mbled so fast that they hu rt their heads. 
When the ju stices led by the clerk an d the 
chief ju stice en ter the Su preme cou rtroom ev ery ­ 
body stan ds. 
When the ju dges hav e tak en their 
seats the cou rt crier, after the man n er of cou rt 
criers sin ce the time of the patriarchs, declares 
that the high an d hon orable cou rt is in session an d 
that Ju stice is to be dispen sed. 
Ju st before tak in g 
their seats the ju stices bow to the assembled 
thron g an d the thron g bows back . 
When the cou rt 
crier’s v oice has died away ev ery body tak es his 
seat an d the proceedin gs begin . 
The Su preme cou rt sits in the old sen ate cham­ 
ber of the capitol. 
It is the room where Webster, 
Hay n e, Clay , Calhou n an d others fou ght their bat­ 
tles. The gallery is a tin y affair capable of seatin g 
on ly abou t thirty people an d the won der is how 
when Webster deliv ered his great oration in reply 
to Hay n e there cou ld hav e been presen t the great 
crowd of w-hich history tells u s. 
It was in the Su preme cou rtroom that the elec­ 
toral commission which decided the Hay es-Tilden 
con test held its session s. 
The fifteen members 
of that commission occu pied the seats of the ju s­ 
tices an d it is said that du rin g the progress of the 
hearin g the little room was crowded literally to 
su ffocation an d that man y people were ov ercome. 
It is an hisfbric chamber an d it is on e of the places 
tx> w’hlch v isitors to Washin gton ben d their steps. 
In the membership of the Su preme cou rt there 
rjre two v eteran s of the Un ion army an d two v et­ 
eran s of the Con federate army . 
John Marshall 
Harlan , who is a Repu blican , raised the Ten th Ken ­ 
tu ck y in fan try an d serv ed in Gen . George H. Thom­ 
as’ div ision . 
He rose to the ran k of colon el an d 
his n ame was before the sen ate for con firmation 
as a brigadier gen eral at a time late in the war 
when his father’s death compelled him for family 
reason s to retire from the serv ice. 
Oliv er Wen dell Holmes of Boston gradu ated 
from Harv ard college in 18 61 an d at on ce en tered 
the Un ion army . 
At the battle of Ball’s 
Blu ff in 
October, 
18 61, 
Holmes was 
shot throu gh 
the 
breast an d for a lon g time it was believ ed he cou ld 
u ot possibly recov er. 
He did 
an d wen t back to the fron t, tak in g part in the 
battle of An tietam, where he was shot throu gh the 
n eck , an d again his life was despaired of. 
On ce 
more he recov ered an d wen t to the fron t, on ly to 
be wou n ded again at the battle of Frederick sbu rg. 
Ju stice Edward Dou glass White was 
born In 
Lou isian a an d be serv ed throu gh the Civ il war in 
the Con federate serv ice. 
Horace Harmon Lu rton , 
w’ho was 
appoin ted by 
Presiden t Taft 
to the 
v acan cy cau sed by the death of Ju stice Peck ham, 
en tered the Con federate serv ice w-hen he was on ly 
sev en teen y ears old an d he serv ed three y ears. He 
was w’ith Gen eral Bu ck n er at Fort Don elson w-hen 
the Con federate comman der su rren dered to Gen ­ 
eral Gran t. 
Lu rton was Gran t’s captiv e an d It is 
n ot at all probable that the n orthern soldier had 
an y con ception that this y ou thfu l prison er was on e 
day to be appoin ted to the Su preme cou rt of the 
Un ited States by a Repu blican presiden t.

Peter’s in len gth, while Leo XIII., who 
was elected chiefly becau se he was j 
su pposed to be so feeble that his life 
wou ld be a short on e, remain ed pope 
for 25 y ears, an d Piu s X. has already 
worn the fisherman ’s rin g for sev en 
y ears.

Although much sparkle and glitter 
Is still In evidence, hatpins seem des­ 
tined to grow less gleaming, lf not 
less conspicuous. 
Entirely new de­ 
partures are promised in Paris, where 
so many trinkets are made and so 
carefully made. 
The latest of the de­ 
signs incrusted with strass brilliants 
is the “chantecler,” dashing and stri­ 
dent. 
He is all in rhinestone, except 
his little red eyes which simulate 
rubies. 
This is about the only wray 
in which his bigness of the barn yard 
has been accepted with any degree of 
warmth, for millinery decoration. 
But if Paris has new things for us, 
they are jealously guarded. Irish Jew­ 


els set round with brilliants and pins 
of shell or jet in which rhinestones 
and pearls are embedded, may point 
the direction w’hich fashion will soon 
take. 
They are a safe investment, at 
any rate, because they are really taste­ 
ful. 
The shell is of course a celluloid 
composition and is shown 
in 
many 
colors, including amber and gray, as 
well as tortoise 
markings. 
Colored 
miniatures on a black or dark back­ 
ground, set round with rhinestones, 
compel admiration. 
In hatpins and 
brooches, famous beauties of other 
days, whose charms inspired the best 
efforts of master painters, are every­ 
where repeated. Whereever the spirits 
of these pretty ladies may roam, if 
they revisit the glimpses of the moon 
Dow, they must be pleased to know 


The artistic arrangement of window 
boxes is a form of decoration that in­ 
terests almost every 
woman, 
espe­ 
cially the home gardener, w’ho has dis­ 
covered 
that 
certain 
combinations 
flourish so they need no 
renewing 
throughout the season. 
Of the lat­ 
ter geraniums are 
satisfactory 
be­ 
cause they require little care and put 
forth an endless succession of howl­ 
ers. 
I often wonder why 
climbing 
geraniums are not used more, for they 
are effective. 
In England one sees 
them everywhere and they grow fine­ 
ly in any place except where hot sun 
beats on them all day. 
They require 
little shade and an even amount of 
moisture. 
Given that they flourish. 
English daisies are also pretty for 
boxes and if clipped occasionally will 
put forth blooms several times a sea­ 
son. 
Their foliage is fine and the 
little white blossoms are lovely. Nas­ 
turtiums are as obvious as geraniums, 
and for the same reason. 
Many persons will say that helio­ 
trope will not thrive in window or 
piazza boxes, but such has not been 
the experience of the home gardener. 
She has raised both purple and white 
ones. 
Nor does she find the care of 
them difficult. Heliotrope cannot have 
too much sun, and it must be watered 
often. 
Heliotrope cannot be placed in 
a box which is narrow or thin because 
the roots will feel the heat of the sun 
too much. 
The box holding them 
must be deep, so the same conditions 
will prevail as If they were in the 
ground. 
Petunias, especially the double va 
rietles, 
are 
charming 
for window 
boxes. 
Not good for cutting, the flow­ 
ers have a delicate odor which 
be­ 
comes evident the instant they are 
damp. Double white petunias suggest 
roses, and 
once 
firmly 
established 
these grow' rapidly. 
Amateurs must not try 
to 
raise 
them from seed. 
The small plants in 
two-inch pots cost 
little and 
bear 
transplanting. 
The most common cause of spin­ 
dling and scraggy 
looking 
window 
boxes is that the roots are not kept at 
an even degree of moisture. To douse 
the soil to a condition of mud and 
then let it dry to powder affects the 
plant precisely as extreme changes of

“After the plant’s food has been 
made in the green leaves, what is 
done with it?’’ 
This is the natural 
question which students of plant life 
ask 
themselves. 
Careful 
investiga­ 
tion Ehows that some 
is 
variously 
changed and used in the leaves them­ 
selves, some is carried to other parts 
of the plant where it is needed for 
the production of 
energy and 
the 
building up of new cells, 
and

surplus is stored away for the future 
needs of the plants. 
The place and 
m anner of storage differ widely in dif 
ferent plants. 
Sometimes the surplus 
is accumulated in the form of various 
sugars, very often as starch and less 
frequently as mucilage similar in com­ 
position to starch or some proteid 
compounds. 
There are difficulties encountered in 
storing this surplus food just where it 
is made. 
It may so obstruct the cells 
of the leaf that food making is hinder­

Besides many plants retain 
their leaves for a few’ months only, 
when they fall to the ground to be 
replaced by others when another grow­ 
ing season arrives, hence reservoirs of 
food are usually larger and more per­ 
m anent organs.

Their leaves are long and thick, ar­ 
ranged in a loose rosette and covered 
with an exceedingly thick epidermis. 
In these thick leaves large quantities 
of sugar and mucilage are stored. 
Century plants are longlived but 
seldom reach the hundred years that 
their names would suggest. The early 
years of their life are devoted to the 
task of making and storing an accumu­ 
lation of food to be expended in the

for two years ago, at an examination 
held for Bartholomew county teachers, 
the question "name the location of the 
center of p op ulation of the United 
States" was asked, and a number of 
the p edagogues “missed” the answer, 
notwithstanding there were some who 
could hav e seen the "center” from 
their own doorstep s. 
If this was a 
p erp lexing question 
to the resident 
school teachers, what must be the p ro­ 
p ortions of the "where will be the next 
location of the center of p op ulation of 
the United States?” to the millions of 
p eop le now p robably subconsciously 
asking it. 
This m atter is one of sp ecial inter­ 
est to the residents of Bartholomew 
county, for it has been unofficially an­ 
nounced that the center of p op ulation 
will he mov ed only about one mile 
from its p resent location, and if the 
announcement is true. Bartholomew 
county will retain it. 
The announce­ 
ment. howev er, is being "taken with 
salt.” for while it is contended by the 
residents that the center of p op ulation 
will not be outside the county, it is 
believ ed by statisticians that it will be 
mov ed farther than one mile from its 
p resent location. 
For the benefit of a few younger 
teachers and others who do not know 
the location of the exact center of p op ­ 
ulation of the United States, it may 
be well to note that it Is and has been 
located for the last ten years in Barth­ 
olomew county, four miles, as the crow 
flies, southeast of this city and in the 
barn lot of Henry Marr, a p rosp erous 
farmer.

South Haven, Mich.— There la one 
region where the crow, generally con­ 
sidered a pest, Is not only a welcome 
visitor but was actually coaxed and 
begged to return there, after having 
been driven away by years of merci­ 
less persecution. 
That 
spot 
is the 
southeast portion of Van Buren coun­ 
ty, Michigan. 
Years ago there had 
never been many crows In this vicin­ 
ity, but one season about that time 
they began to arrive In countless num­ 
bers. 
They occupied every piece of 
woods for miles around, and It was 
estimated that the colony contained 
not fewer than 500,000 of 
what 
the 
farmers supposed were winged marau­ 
ders.
